(EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the first of a four-part series 
examining Bucks County Prison and what happens to 
men inside its walls.) 


You bend your head and step through that nar­ 
row little door, that steel door, and it clangs shut 
behind you. The electric lock clicks into position 
and tho guard throws another lock into place. Two 
television cameras are focused on you; a dozen 
eyes are watching every step you take. 


You’re in prison and you can’t just turn around 


and walk out. You’re locked up. 


What’s worse, within shouting distance are per­ 
haps a hundred men — guards, officials, convicts— 
and not a one of them is friend. Not a solitary one. 
You’re in prison. 
Prison Affects Men 


What is it like to be in jail? 
What happens to you behind those high, thick 
walls or in those narrow, stifling cells? What goes 
on in the corridors or the exercise yard or the 
shower room? 
What does a prison do to a man? 
Is it breeding a new generation of criminals, 


turning petty offenders into cut-throats and queers, 
robbers and rapists? Is it spending our tax money 
in such a way that we must find more tax money 
for more protection against the new monsters it 
nurtures? 


Or is it helping? Is it rehabilitating those who 
have momentarily lost control of themselves, bring­ 
ing maturity to men who somehow have not at­ 
tained it when they should?

At the start of the picture- 
taking. 8:20 p.m., EDT, Wednes­ 
day, 
Mars will be about 134 
million miles from earth. 
When M ariner 4 gets within 
10.000 miles of the mysterious 
red planet, a television c a m era 
with a 30-power telescopic lens

and a number of interviews with prison officials 
and prisoners, both past and present, with sociol­ 
ogists, welfare workers, police and just plain people 
who have been victimized by crime and wonder if 
they should exact the last full ounce of retribution 
or if they should try to help out a neighbor or a 
neighbor’s son who has for some reason gone mo­ 
mentarily off the deep end. 
The first impression anyone gets of the Bucks 
County Jail, situated at a dead end on Pine Street 
in Doylestown, is of the wall. Even to a visitor who 
knows he will be allowed to leave when he wills, 
the wall itself is frightening. To a potential prisoner 
who will be confined within, limited strictly to the 
area it proscribes, it must be terrifying. 
Once It Was Climbed 
The wall is five feet thick and 32 feet high, 
surmounted by three strands of barbed wire that 
have 20,000 volts of electricity surging through 
them. You can’t tunnel under it, you can’t break 
through it and you can’t climb over it. 
That is, you can’t climb over it any more. Two 
men did once. Somehow they clambered monkey- 
fashion up a three-foot plank and stepped across the 
barbed wire without pressing one wire down so that 
it touched another. That would have sounded off 
a siren that awakens the entire prison’s security 
system as well as most of Doylestown (icicles some­ 
times do the same thing in severe winter weather 
when they form from an upper wire and touch a 
lower one.) 
'File two men were quickly recaptured. Two 
others who had been in the 
prison-break party 
didn’t even get outside. The strength of at least two 
was needed to hold the plank steady and when the 
third man tried to shinny up, it slipped out of the 
grasp of the fourth and both of them went tumb­ 
ling to the ground inside that all-but-impregnable 
wall. 
It is doubtful in the extreme that anyone is going 
to pull a similar stunt. Prison officials have been 
warned by that one escape, both on leaving planks 
available and on taking a full and proper count of 
prisoners at frequent intervals. 
In Salvage Business 
Some day, of course, someone will escape again 
from the jail; no prison is completely escape-proof. 
But the Bucks County jail is as nearly secure as 
its officials can make it today. Security, says Major 
John I). Case, the 6 ft. 4 inch, 240-pound ex-Marine 
infantry officer who is now the warden, 
is the 
major function of any jail. 
Major Case, more than many another warden, 
makes a sincere, thorough attempt to bring decency, 
dignity and hope to the men he guards; he is 
in the salvage business, not the junk business, he 
says. 
But his basic responsibility is to keep you there

Heaviest In Year 
Rain Helps Crops, 
Damages Streets

The heaviest rainfall in over 


a y ea r gave Bucks County a 
good 
soaking 
yesterday 
and 
helped 
alleviate 
the 
severe 
drought 
which 
has 
affected 
farm crops for four years. 


T i e U. S. Weather Bureau in 
Trenton recorded 2.55 inches of 
rain — the most since July 8-9. 
1964 when a record 4.85 inches 
of rain fell during a 24-hour p e ­ 
riod. 


In addition to being a bless­ 
ing for the 
crops, 
especially 
corn, the rain replenished local 
streams and increased the Dela­ 
ware River flow by four hun­ 
dred cubic feet per second. 


Some dam age was caused in 
the nature of several cave-ins 
in Croydon' and Edgely along 
the recently-completed $8.5 mil­ 
lion sewer system in 
Bristol 
Township. 
The 
most 
serious 
eavc-in was reported at Palm er 
and Coates Avenues, in Edgely. 


The heavy downpour also in­ 
flicted considerable dam age to 
streets and highways in Y ard­ 


ley and Lower Makefield Town­ 


ship. causing earth around new­ 
ly emplaced sewer lines to wash 
away, collapsing the road lev­ 
els. 


River Road in Yardley and 
Lower Makefield was the worst 
hit by the 
storm. 
Workman 
worked late yesterday installing 
warning flares and signs at the 
danger spots. 


But 
the rain’s benefits 
a p ­ 
peared to outweigh its disad­ 
vantages. 


Robert E. Fish, deputy Dela­ 
ware River master, 
said 
the 
rain has benefited 
the 
river 
flow, and 
the battle to push 
the salt line back to the bay. 


The river level today at the 
Calhoun Street Bridge gauging 
station stood at minus 20 one- 
hundredths of a 
foot with a 
flaw of 1,720 cubic feet per sec­ 
ond. On Saturday, it stood at 
minus 40 one-hundredths of a 
foot with a flow of only 1,420 
cubic feet per second.

Flying Tire 
On the 12th lap of the opening 
race, the right rear tire of A m ie 
K nepper’s 
Lotus - F ord 
was 
Sheared off and went som e 125 
feet to a house at 79 Hedge 
Road. It then traveled another 
300 feet to the home of Mrs. 
Clayton T. Davis at 93 Hedge 
Road. 
F ried told the supervisors he 
was in s y m p a th y with the resi­ 
dents and was p reparing to con­ 
struct a “ tire wall’’ a t certain 
key positions around the track. 
Fried, one of the innovators 
of this ’ type of structure, ex­ 


plained the wall was especially 
designed to “ bounce b ack ” fly­ 
ing wheels that norm ally would 
cut through regular fences. It 
is composed of interconnected 
wire panels suspended from c a ­ 
bles and posts. In effect, it is 
designed like a box spring m a t­ 
tress which distributes pressure 
at a single point over the en­ 
tire surface. 
One such “ tire wall” already 
exists on the fourth turn of the 
track before the hom estretch. 
3 More Sections 
F rie d said he planned to build 
three m ore sections, one each 
I at approxim ately the location 
of the other three turns. The 
I longest proposed section would 


I be over 600 feet long at the 
third turn and designed to pro­ 
tect Woodbourne Road. 
The walls, he explained, must 
be built close to the track in 


order to stop the wheels before 
they reach high altitudes. Since 
the track is being graded to the 
„uard rail in a process involving 
the Widening of its shoulders,' 
the necessary shafts cannot be 
sunk into the ground for the 
walls. 
Not This Season 
Even if construction were to 
begin im m ediately, F ried sta t­ 
ed, the walls would not be ready 
for any of the three rem aining 
races this season. 
F ried said the walls w ere not 
built when the race track w as 
paved because “ we did not an ­ 
ticipate their necessity.” 
He said it was only the sec­ 
ond tim e in the track ’s history 
a tire has struck a building and 
described 
the 
mishap 
as

“ freak accident.”
